MR. HINES BREAKS THE 
EXPRESSMAN'S STRIKE

The public, which 
is 
becoming 
wearied with the ever growing num­ 
ber of strikes, most of which are ap­ 
parently only slightly justified, will 
note with pleasing interest that Walk­ 
er D. Hines, director general of rail­ 
roads, has forced the expressmen at 
New York, who went out in sympa­ 
thy with the longshoremen, to return 
t% their places under penalty of be­ 
ing bodily fired from 
the 
service, 
pending the 
adjustment 
of 
their 
claims for higher wages by the fed­ 
eral wage commission. 
This is the 
first time that such drastic methods 
of breaking a strike have been resort­ 
ed to, and that it was effective is very 
satisfactory. 
The strikers, in a good many 
in­ 
stances, have assumed too much of 
the “public be damned” attitude that 
was once popular with the capitalists. 
They have entirely 
forgotten 
any 
duty that they might owe to the 
public, in thier eagerness to join the 
ranks of those who would seise by 
force that which they desire. 
Ap­ 
parently the human capacity for suf- 
ferring has been used as a weapon 
with which to gain demands that are 
not always fair. 
Because mankind 
can’t get along without 
food 
and 
clothing and fuel, workers in many in­ 
dustries have sought to enact wage 
increases to which they are not en 
titled. The stride of coal miners, set 
for the beginning of the winter sea­ 
son, aptly illustrates the inhumanity 
of those who are responsible for the 
orders that will cause great bodies of 
men to lay down their tools. 
Both capital and labor must take 
the public into consideration, if the 
nation is to escape conditions more in­ 
tolerable than those of war. For this 
reason, the innocent bystander—and 
his number is millions—will 
most 
readily endorse any measure* taken 
to terminate the present industrial 
turmoil. Common sense must be re­ 
stored to Its throne, and a spirit of 
conciliation must replace the spirit of 
destruction before America can fully 
enjoy its present era of unparallelled 
prosperity.

fice, Somerset House, “is due almost 
entirely to the war. 
Normally the 
population of any country 
depends 
upon three causes—two physiological 
and one eopnomic. There is the ratio 
of the kexes a t birth, the ratio of the 
sexes at death, and the economical 
cause is migration. 
“In this country at the present time 
105 boys are bom to every 100 girls, 
but we havd£W2 to 114 males dying 
to every 100 females. 
These íljets 
point to a m ajority of females* in the 
population. 
But actually this is not 
so. 
“In round figures, let us say, there 
were in .England and Wales 800,000 
birth aitd &00,000 deaths. If you work 
it out on th at proportion you find the 
sexes nearly balance, and if the ques­ 
tion were left to physiological causes 
alone the population would almost 
balance. 
“But in the number of men who emi­ 
grate is much larger than women. 
“Thirty years before the war the 
increase in the predominance of wom­ 
en in the population of this country 
was due greatly to emigration. 
“There is little reason to fear a big 
increase in the. female surplus.
